2 miles. 

The Tennessee Derby and Tennessee Oaks 
that closed January 1, 1901, will also be decided 
making a total of ten stakes for the spring 
meeting.

Horsemen, who now stand disqualified be- 
cause of the operation of the rules of the West- 
ern Jockey Clnb, should at once file applica- 
tions for relief. Their applications should in- 
clude not only their own namts, but also the 
names of all their horses aB well. The action of 
the New Memphis Jockey Club is thoughtful. 
The Washington Park stakes will close Jannary 
15, and it ie probable that the stakes of the New 
Louisville Jockey Club, The Latonia Jockey 
Clnb and the St. LouiB Fair Grounds Associa- 
tion will aUo close in January, as has been the 
case heretofore.

Lee 
Jackson, now riding at Oakland as “L. Jack- 
son,” is 24 years of age, and a superior saddle 
artist. He has already won several races here, 
and was the premier rider at Fort Erie, in Can- 
ada, this last season. He subsequently went to 
Chicago, where bis success was even greater, 
and he must have hie figure from the handicap- 
pers. Lastly, L. A. Jackson is a boy 15 years 
old, the protege and apprentice of Dr. H. E. 
Rowell, and who, if he keeps on improving, will 
be likely to earn the sobriquet of “Stonewall 
Jackson” before there is another civil war.— 
Daily America.

Baaidea Applegate has a grievance which he ia 
airing fully, because he waa asked by the man- 
agers of the track to instruct hie cashier to act 
civily to customers and patrons of the track. 
In fact, it became necessary to call a meeting 
of all the cashiers so that Mr. Williams could 
tell them that they must act in a gentlemauly 
way when dealing with the men back of their 
boxes. The President told them all plainly that 
if any of them were complained of they would 
not be permitted to do business at the track. 
This hit Applegate as hard as his money losses, 
and he makeB no secret of being dead sore on 
the West. 

Word comes from the east that in order to 
enable a number of wealthy horsemen of Brook- 
lyn and New York City, who are behind a big 
racing syndicate, for the purpose, it is said, of 
organizing a new jockey club to be present, the 
sale of the Empire race track, under the fore- 
closure of a mortgage for $200,000, held by the 
Washington Life Insurance Company, which 
was scheduled to take place December 12, was 
postponed until December 26. The head of the 
syndicate is said to be W. C. Whitney, the 
Dwyers and Senator McCarren.
